Peron Flying 
To New Exile 
In Nicaragua 


ASUNCION, P aragu ay IIP—Ju an 
D. Peron, deposed President of Ar­ 
gentina, slipped aboard a plane at 
Asu ncion’s airport at daw n today 
for a su dden and u nexpected flight 
to N icaragu a. 
Peron left the airport accom p­ 
anied by another m an. His com­ 
panion was not his aide, M aj. Ig­ 
nacio C ialceta, who w as the only 
m em ber of the ex-president’s en­ 
tou rage to accom pany him here a 
month ago. 
He was seen off by several P a ra ­ 
gu ayan officials, none of them of 
cabinet 
rank. 
Inform ed 
officials 
said the trip 
was 
arrang ed 
at 
f 
eron’s own u rgent requ est. 
Peron is flying aboard a DC3 
piloted by a P aragu ayan a ir force 
officer. It took off at 4:30 a. rn., 
flying by way 
of 
Lim a, 
Peru , 
where it is du e abou t 6 p. rn. 
Peron had driven to the capital 
du ring the night from the cou ntry 
estate near Villarica, 
150 
miles 
away, w here he had been interned. 
He 
told 
P aragu ayan 
officials 
shortly before his departu re: 
“ I do not plan to leave the Am­ 
ericas.” 
Last week he told new sm en at 
Villarica that he m ight go to Nic- 
arau a or Cu ba if he w ere invit­ 
ed. bu t that he wou ld retu rn to P a r­ 
agu ay which he 
now 
calls 
his 
home. 
He is considered a good friend 
of President A nastasio Somoza of 
N icaragu a. 
Peron’s presence

Cu m berland Dam project on the 
Ohio R iver at nearby Stratton will 
inclu de locks larger than any < 
the P anam a Canal.

The su rvey of 149 chu rches 
of 
24 denom inations with 81,000 m em ­ 
bers in Dayton, Ohio; G rand R ap­ 
id^ M ich.; Madison, 
Wis., 
and 
C edar Rapids, Iowa, showed wide 
variety in types of chu rch fam i­ 
lies, Dr. Lentz said in a report to 
the cou ncil. 
In IO chu rches, m ore than 75 per 
cent of the m em bership was m ade 
u p of older cou ples whose child­ 
ren had moved away. In 
all 149 
chu rches, an average of 
20 
per 
cent of the fam ilies had divided 
chu rch loyalties. 
Yet m any of the chu rches de­ 
signed their program s 
only 
for 
typical fam ilies—with fath er, mo­ 
th er and children living together 
and attending the sam e chu rch. 
‘It has been enlightening 
and 
som ew hat 
disconcerting,” 
Lentz 
said, “ to discern the u nfam iliarity 
of local chu rch leaders regarding 
their 
respective 
denom inational 
fam ily program s.”

Taft Says CIO 
Petition Is 
"Chisel Issue" 
COLUMBUS, Ohio 
The son of 
the late Sen. Robert A. Taft of 
Ohio calls toe CIO initiated pro­ 
posal to increase state unemploy­ 
ment compensation an “incentive 
to chisel issue.” 
Robert Taft Jr., of Cincinnati, 
yesterday made the statement in a 
news release from the Ohio In­ 
formation Committee (OIC), which 
is opposed to the CIO proposal. 
Taft said the proposed law, to 
be voted on next Tuesday, is an 
attempt to distort the present un­ 
employment 
compensation 
p ro - 
gram. He said it is autocratic and 
touches on the “supposed security 
of state socialism.” 
Miss Elizabeth Magee, chairman 
of the Committee to Protect Stand­ 
ards of Living, a group backing 
the CIO proposal, said: 
“ Mr. Taft’s suggestion that de­ 
cent compensation for unemployed 
workers is socialistic shows evi­ 
dence of 19th century economic 
thinking.” 
Taft said the proposal is “not an 
Ohio idea,” but one that has been 
“built up and nurtured by national 
labor union bosses.” 
/ 
Miss Magee countered in a state­ 
ment that the entire labor move­ 
ment as well as other groups are 
behind the CIO program. 
“If Mr. Taft wants to imply that 
only the CIO is interested in hu­ 
manizing unemployment compen­ 
sation, then he is utterly wrong,” 
she said. 
Taft likened the CIO drive to 
increase jobless benefits to the 
1950 CIO campaign to unseat his 
father from the U. S. Senate. 
In that election, he said, an out­ 
side group tried to impose upon 
Ohio some ideas and a candidate 
‘to benefit a particular group and 
not the citizens of the state as a 
whole. ”

He talked briefly of his g ov ern­ 
ment and his ideas as he sat in 
a Blair House parlor.

the end would wind up on the far 
rig ht. Is that correct? ”

means it will be g ov ernment of 
justice, of what is g ood for my 
people and the main interests of 
Guatemala.

Residents of the area imme­ 
diately north of Ted Lewis Park 
have demantled at least a “tem­ 
porary relief” sewer line, if nec­ 
essary all at their own expense. 
But plans they drew up for the 
pioject w’ere 
ruled 
“not feas­ 
ible” after an engineering study, 
and renewed discussions on the 
subject Tuesday night only un­ 
derlined the extent of the diffi­ 
culties. 
Having previously 
g i v e n 
his 
opinion that sewer plans subm it­ 
ted by residents of the area w’ould 
not be feasible, 
Orin 
Stout told 
Tuesday night how another sewer 
proposal — for a gravity sewer 
across the park — likewise faced 
m any obstacles. 
Councilman John Robinson had 
urged consideration of the gravity 
sewer 
line 
after 
Stout 
advised 
against 
the 
plan 
suggested 
by 
home owners in the area. Their 
plan, the residents said, w o u l d 
g'*ve tem porary sanitary sew er fa­ 
cilities to approxim ately 30 fam i­ 
lies. 
• 
* 
* 
OBSTACLES to all plans in sight 
thus far are both engineering and 
financial, according to views ex­ 
pressed in council. 
Council hopes to bring relief to 
the area north of the park in the 
course of a vast sew er extension 
and modernization program . 
But 
a key ordinance designed to launch 
the program has now been stalled 


in council for three m eetings after 
passing the first two readings. 
Councilman 
H a r o l d 
Clifton, 
hearing Stout’s latest report, re ­ 
called that the firm of Burgess and 
Niple, Columbus engineering con­ 
sultants, had advised the city long 
ago that “ tem porary relief” plans 
would not be worthwhile. 
Clifton 
has 
frequently 
w arned 
council 
that “ we ll have 
to 
com e 
back 
sooner or 
latex 
to 
the 
original 
plans” (subm itted by Burgess and 
Niple as part of a city-wide study). 
Big obstacle in the w ay of a 
sewer 
line 
across 
the 
park, 
council was told, is in the fact 
that sufficient drop could not be 
achieved to insure efficient op­ 
eration of the line. 
Assistant City Solicitor Kenneth 
Robbins also injected a n$w note 
into the sew er problem s centered 
around Rosewood Ave. 
P a rt of the city’s m ajor sew er 
program , stalled with the key or­ 
dinance, calls for assessm ent 
of 
[the property owners who benefit. 
A tentative figure of $400 p er home 
has been m entioned 
in 
figuring 
the assessm ent.* * 
* 
ROBBINS warned council, how­ 
ever, that any 
such 
assessm ent 
cannot, under law, be m ore than 
25 percent of the valuation of the 
home as set for taxation purposes. 
Any home assessed $400, he point­ 
ed out, would have to be valued at 
least at $1,600 on the tax dupli­ 
cate. 
“ It isn’t what the house might 
sell for,” he stressed. “ It’s w hat 
they’re listed on

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W hat Is Right Of Privacy 
Of Average U. S. Citizen? 


j LOS ANGELES (*>—What is the 
right of priv acy of 
the 
av erage 
citizen? 
Or 
of 
the 
politician, 
preacher and others in public life? 
•When can 
newspapermen 
report 
their goings and comings? Must 
newsmen secure consent for the 
use of names in their reports? 
These were among the questions 
discussed in an unusually illumi­ 
nating address before the Associ­ 
ated Press News Ex ecutiv es Coun­ 
c i l of California 
by Thomas 
C. 
Ackerman J r., attorney 
of 
San 
Diego. 
Here are ex cerpts from his talk: 
“ In broadest term s, priv acy is a 
right, statutory in 
some 
states, 
natural, or some courts said con­ 
stitutional, to be left alone. It is 
the right of ev ery man to liv e his 
life as he pleases, in seclusion if 
he so desires, free from unsolicited 
publicity , -subject howev er to the 
f r ig h t s of others. 
“ It is not a right measured by 
the standards of the supersensi­ 
tiv e, but by the standards of the 
ordinary citizen, so that mild and 
incidental, though undesired, pub­ 
licity is not actionable. You can 
freely report the ordinary comings 
and goings of people prov ided y ou 
do not delv e into prev iously secret 
intimate details of the life of a per­ 
son who has nev er ev idenced any 
v desire to hav e such publicity . 
“ If the* material 
presented 
to 
y ou for publication is the sort of 
thing to which most people- would 
not object, taking into considera­ 
tion the sex . station in 
life 
and 
characteristics of the person in­ 
v olv ed, and y ou hav e no special 
reason to believ e 
the person 
in 
question would object, then y ou 
may publish it. Howev er, if the 
material is the kind of thing that 
B many people would consider ob­ 
jectionable, y ou may be sure th at. 
it is actionable unless it falls with­ 
in one of the v arious ex ceptions 
to the general rule. 
“ The first and most obv ious ex ­ 
ception is consent. It is a general 
rule of law that a person cannot 
ask damages 
for 
something 
to 
which he has v oluntarily agreed. 
This holds true in priv acy cases. 
In states 
which 
hav e 
statutes ’ 
« gov erning the right, consent, to be 
effectiv e, must be in writing. In 
most states, any thing clearly indi­ 
cating agreement is enough. 
“ Posing for a picture, knowing 
that it is to be published, or furn­ 
ishing information 
to 
a 
person 
known to be a reporter, is consent 
to publication. A famous college 
football play er who consented to 
distribution of his photograph by 


the college 
publicity 
department 
was denied damages for the use of 
his picture by a brewery in a foot­ 
ball calendar published as a beer 
adv ertisement, ev en though he was 
a militant teetotaler. 
“ Some people, by the v ery nat­ 
ure of their occupations or by their 
acts, are held to consent generally 
to any reasonable publication. Act­ 
ors, athletes, ministers, politicians 
and all others who seek the public 
ey e thereby waiv e their right to 
priv acy as to all but the most inti­ 
mate details of their liv es. The 
public is entitled to hav e its cur­ 
iosity satisfied 
about 
its 
heroes 
and its v illains, and they must ac­ 
cept not only the desired fav orable 
publicity , but also criticism , how­ 
ev er unwelcome. 
Thus, 
a 
box er 
appropriately nicknamed ‘Canv as- 
Back Cohen’ had to stand up and 
take his punishment when Groucho 
Marx cracked 
jokes 
about 
him 
ov er a nationwide hookup. 
“ A person who has once become 
a public figure can 
nev er 
com­ 
pletely withdraw from the public 
gaze. Yea« s after he 
has 
faded 
from the scene, the miblic still is 


entitled to hear again 
about 
his 
past ex ploits and, within the limits 
of common decency , to find out 
what has become of him. The New 
Yorker magazine’s classic article 
about the failure in life of a famous 
child prodigy was not actionable, 
though the unfortunate subject had 
spent most of his life fleeing from 
the public gaze. 
“ The third ex ception is news. A 
person who v oluntarily or inv olun­ 
tarily becomes part of 
a 
news­ 
worthy ev ent loses 
the right 
of 
priv acy as to that ev ent, and, to a 
v ery limited degree and for a lim­ 
ited time, as to other aspects of 
his life. The party to a spectacu­ 
lar div orce, the v ictim of a rob­ 
bery or 
a 
catastrophe, 
or 
the 
w'ouldbe suicide are all 
for 
the 
moment public figures. To some 
ex tent, those around 
them 
may 
also became public figures by rea­ 
son of association. 
“ There are, howev er, limits to 
these ex ceptions. An ex press con­ 
sent may be .quite limited. It may 
be for publication of a picture on 
a single occasion, in a particular 
publication, with a specified cap­ 


tion. An ex press 
gratuitous 
con­ 
sent can be withdrawn prospectiv e­ 
ly , as to future publication. 
“ A public figure still has some 
rights. Some details of his life are 
so intimate that the law will shield 
them from the public gaze, and 
sortie humiliations are so dispro­ 
portionately great, relativ e to the 
public interest inv olv ed, that they 
cannot be imposed upon an uncon­ 
senting public personage 
without 
liability . 
“ The news ex ception also has its 
limits. Something which is once 
published as news, or 
otherwise 
becomes a part of the public rec­ 
ord, 
probably 
alway s 
remains 
within the ex ception, but it cannot 
be used as material for fictional­ 
ized and imaginativ e accounts un­ 
less the identity of the persons is 
carefully concealed. The detectiv e 
magazines hav e been 
in 
trouble 
time and time again for publishing 
imaginativ e and fictionalized ac­ 
counts of crimes, a true report of 
which would hav e been priv ileged. 
“ It is generally held that a news 
photograph cannot be used as an 
illustration for a totally unrelated 
non-news article, and especially if 
there is any thing about the article 
which would tend to humiliate a 
person identified with it. For ex ­ 
ample, a picture of a little girl 
who had been struck by an auto­ 
mobile was used by the Saturday 
Ev ening Post as an illustration for 
an 
article 
on pedestrian 
negli-

re-! 
cov ery of dam ages, observ ed that 
the original publication of the pic­ 
ture in connection 
with

news J 
story at the time of the accident 
was certainly proper, and there 
could be nothing wrong with re­ 
publication by a 
newspaper 
or 
newsmagazine of the picture in a 
factual summary of past 
traffic 
accidents. The court 
held, 
how­ 
ev er, that use of the picture mere­ 
ly as an illustration to add interest 
to a totally unrelated article was 
improper, especially as the article 
tended to suggest that 
the child 
had been a negligent pedestrian. 
“ Medical oddities, though 
defi­ 
nitely of public interest, are pro­ 
tected by the courts which appar­ 
ently feel that they are too per­ 
sonal to be publicized without con­ 
sent. Unless the subject agrees to 


the publication, y ou will be wise 
to av oid names and 
pictures 
of 
people with rare but noncontagious 
diseases, misplaced organs or Si­ 
am ese twins. 
Too 
many 
courts 
hav e decided that the public int­ 
erest in such news can be satisfied 
by an article about an anony mous 
patient at a local hospital. 
“ How do y ou apply all of this 
to a newspaper? Ex cept for the 
medical 
oddities, 
any thing 
y ou 
wish to publish strictly as news is 
almost certainly legal.”

» LOS ANGELES (JV-What is the 
right of privacy of the 
average 
citizen? 
Or 
of

-When can newspapermen report 
their goings and comings? Must 
newsmen secure consent for the 
use of names in their reports? 
These were among the questions 
discussed in an unusually illumi­ 
nating address before the Associ­ 
ated Press News Executive* Coun­ 
t e d of California 
by Thomas C. 
Ackerman Jr., attorney 
of 
San 
Diego. 
Here are excerpts from his talk: 
“ In broadest term s, privacy is a 
right, statutory in 
some 
states, 
natural, or some courts said con­ 
stitutional, to be left alone. It is 
the right of every man to live his 
life as he pleases, in seclusion if 
he so desires, free from unsolicited 
publicity, -subject however to the 
sa* rights of others. 
“ It is not a right measured by 
the standards of the supersensi­ 
tive, but by the standards of the 
ordinary citizen, so that mild and 
incidental, though undesired, pub­ 
licity is not actionable. You can 
freely report the ordinary comings 
and goings of people provided you 
do not delve into previously secret 
intimate details of the life of a per 
son who has never evidenced any 
S desire to have such publicity. 
“ If the- material presented 
to 
you for publication is the sort of 
tiling to which most people' would 
not object, taking into considera­ 
tion the sex, station in life and 
characteristics of the person in­ 
volved, and you have no special 
reason to believe the person 
in 
question would object, then you 
may publish it. However, if the 
m aterial is the kind of thing that 
M many people would consider ob­ 
jectionable, you may be sure that 
it is actionable unless it falls with­ 
in one of the various exceptions 
to the general rule. 
“The first and most obvious ex­ 
ception is consent. It is a general 
rule of law that a person cannot 
ask damages 
for 
something 
to 
which he has voluntarily agreed. 
This holds true in privacy cases. 
In states 
which 
have 
statutes 
E governing the right, consent, to be 
effective, must be in writing. In 
most states, anything clearly indi­ 
cating agreement is enough. 
“ Posing for a picture, knowing 
that it is to be published, or furn­ 
ishing information 
to 
a 
person 
known to be a reporter, is consent 
to publication. A famous college 
football player who consented to 
distribution of his photograph by 


the college publicity department | entitled to hear again

was denied dam ages for the use of 
his picture by a brewery in a foot­ 
ball calendar published as a beer 
advertisem ent, even though he was 
a militant teetotaler. 
“Some people, by the very nat­ 
ure of their occupations or by their 
acts, are held to consent generally 
to any reasonable publication. Act­ 
ors, athletes, ministers, politicians 
and all others who seek the public 
eye thereby waive their right to 
privacy as to all but the most inti­ 
mate details of their lives. The 
public is entitled to have its cur­ 
iosity satisfied about its heroes 
and its villains, and they must ac­ 
cept not only the desired favorable 
publicity, but also criticism, how­ 
ever unwelcome. Thus, a boxer 
appropriately nicknamed ‘Canvas- 
Back Cohen’ had to stand up and 
take his punishment when Groucho 
Marx cracked 
jokes 
about 
him 
over a nationwide hookup. 
“ A person who has once become 
a public figure can 
never com­ 
pletely withdraw from the public 
gaze. V eals after he has faded 
from the scene, the public still is

The New 
Yorker magazine's classic article 
about the failure in life of a famous 
child prodigy was not actionable, 
though the unfortunate subject had 
spent most of his life fleeing from 
the public gaze. 
“The third exception is news. A

“A public figure still has some 
rights. Some details of his life are 
so intimate that the law will shield 
them from the public gaze, and 
syne humiliations are so dispro­ 
portionately great, relative to the 
public interest involved, that they 
cannot be imposed upon an uncon­ 
senting public personage without 
liability. 
“The news exception also has its 
limits. Something which is once 
published as news, or otherwise 
becomes a part of the public rec­ 
ord, 
probably

remains 
within the exception, but it cannot 
be used as m aterial for fictional-

“ Medical oddities, though defi­ 
nitely of public interest, are pro­ 
tected by the courts which appar­ 
ently feel that they are too per­ 
sonal to be publicized without con­ 
sent. Unless the subject agrees to 


the publication, you will be wise 
to avoid names and pictures of 
people with rare but noncontagious j 
diseases, misplaced organs or Si-; 
amese twins. 
Too 
many 
courts 
have decided that the public int- j 
crest in such news can be satisfied 
by an article about an anonymous \ 
patient at a local hospital. 
“How’ do you apply all of this 
to a newspaper? Except for the 
medical 
oddities, 
anything 
you 
wish to publish strictly as news is 
almost certainly legal.”

Poverty Produces A Revolt

NEW YORK [ft — Tennessee 
Williams, who once wrote p ure­ 
ly from hunger, has become one 
of the golden boy s of the Ameri­ 
can writing scene. 
He has been 
so 
successful 
that his friends have given him 
a new nickname: 
“Tennessee 
Millions.” 
At 41, the p rolific author has 
turned out nine full-length p lay s, 
a volume of verse, two volumes 
of short stories, and a collection 
of a dozen shorter p lay s called 
“Twenty -Seven Wagons Full of 
Cotton.” 
He has comp leted a film scrip t 
of “The Rose Tattoo,” starring 
Burt Lancaster and Anna Mag- 
ntni (it is 
the

dram as he has adap ted for the 
movies) and his “Cat on a Hot 
Tin Roof 
is 
a 
top Broadway 
hit. 


Most successful p eop le credit 
their rise to hard work. Williams 
feels that his own fame came, 
in large measure, from the re­ 
volt stirred in him by his discov­ 
ery of p overty and what it did 
to p eop le. 
Born in the Ep iscop al Rectory 
of his grandfather in Columbus, 
Miss.,, he moved at the age of 
12 to St. Louis, where his father 
worked as a salesman for a shoe 
firm. The family lived in one of 
a row of ugly brick ap artment 
buildings “the 
color 
of dried 
blood and mustard.” 
In the south the y oung writer 
had been unaware of any distinc­ 
tions based on wealth. 
" “But,” he say s, “we suddenly 
discovered there were two kinds 
of p eop le. The rich and the p oor, 
and that wa belonged more to 
the latter. 


“ If 1 had been barn to this sit­ 
uation I might not have resent­ 
ed it deep ly . But it was forced 
up on my consciousness at the 
most sensitive age of childhood.” 
The shock resulted in a rebel­ 
lion and a social consciousness 
which Williams feels still marks 
most of his 
writing. 
But 
the 
shock p aid off well. 
“ I am 
glad 
that I received 
this bitter education,” Williams 
once wrote, “tor I don’t think 
any writer has much p urp ose 
back of him unless he feels bit­ 
terly the inequities of the society 
he lives in.” 
His bread crumb day s ended 
when he left a $17 a week movie 
usher job for a Holly wood writ­ 
ing assignment at $250 a week.

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HALF CAN BE CURED 
GOOD NEWS travels slowly. That is 
why there are still many Americans who 
think of cancer as simply an ‘incurable” 
disease. And this attitude may cost some 
of them their lives, if it leads them to post­ 
pone treatment until too late. 
Three distinguished cancer specialists 
were asked at a recent surgical conven­ 
tion how many of the 5 million Americans 
who now have cancer could be cured if 
they got proper treatment promptly. Each 
doctor, without knowing what the others 
had replied, said 50 per cent. 
This is about double the figure of 20 
years ago. New methods of treatment, 
with use of antibiotics and liberal blood 
transfusions, have g r e a t l y improved 
chances of recovery. The present possibil­ 
ity of cure is evidently considerably higher 
than 50 per cent, as many of the 2.5 million 
the doctors estimated could not now be 
cured did not receive the early treatment 
that might have saved them. 
Cancer is still a leading cause of death. 
In the present state of medical knowledge, 
it cannot always be cured. But neither can * fce regarded as 
most other serious diseases. No disease pragmatism, 
can rightly be labeled “incurable” when 
more than half of its victims can be saved 
if it is diagnosed early. 
It might arouse false hopes to cry: “Can­ 
cer is curable!” But many cases are. A 
defeatist attitude on the part of the victims 
and their friends gives anarchic cancer 
cells a better chance to win the battle. 


George E. Sokolsky's

According to “The Harvard Crimson,” 
President Nathan M. Pusey of that univer­ 
sity introduced a new phrase into our lan­ 
guage, namely, “ unqualified protectors of 
American traditions.” What kind of a citi­ 
zen is qualified to be a patriot and what 
kind of a citizen is not so qualified? I look­ 
ed through the Constitution and could not 
find any designated qualifications except 
age, nativity or the length of time in this 
country and intent of loyalty. 
Apparently the current President of Har­ 
vard seeks to establish an elite, an intellec­ 
tual elite whose qualifications would make 
them w arders of our civic virtue. For he 
also said: 
“ It is the peculiar mission of the Univer­ 
sity and of all professions which have 
their roots within the University, to be­ 
lieve in principle, yes—but also to have the 
skill, the knowledge, and the will to work 
for increased understanding.” 
Granted that there are advantages in at­ 
tending universities, these schools have no 
monopoly on understanding of or adher­ 
ence to principle and never have had. The 
knowledge of history does give one a basis 
for a better understanding of c u r r e n t 
events, but a Ph.D. gives one no monopoly 
on such understanding. 
Otherwise such a figure in American his­ 
tory as Benjamin Franklin would not have 
been our most profound philosopher or 
Thomas Edison, our greatest physical en­ 
gineer, or Henry Ford, the first, of course, 
our greatest manufacturer. These men 
never went to Harvard or any other uni­ 
versity but they made a grand job of their 
lives and surely were protectors of t h e 
American tradition. In fact, Franklin may 
the father of American

HOMES FOR KOREA* 
RETIRED FOUR-STAR Gen. Jam es A. 
Van Fleet is touring the nation seeking 
fund aid to help Korea in a “ rebuild-it-your- 
self” scheme. The fund is called “Homes 
for Korea.” 
This is not a campaign to which the gen­ 
eral public is being asked to contribute, 
however. Nor is it a huge government grant 
of funds. It is strictly private enterprise. 
The plans call for American business to 
contribute about $15 million in money and 
materials. These then will be used to set up 
“ pilot” housing projects and to equip Ko­ 
rean workers. 
The workers will learn on the pilot proj­ 
ects how to build housing for their own 
country to replace the millions of homes 
destroyed in the see-saw battling up and 
down the ill-fated peninsula.

Poverty Produces A Revolt 


By HAL BOYLE 
NEW YORK UP — Tennessee 
Williams, who once wrote pure­ 
ly from hunger, has become one 
of the golden boys of the Ameri­ 
can writing scene. 
He has been 
so 
successful 
that his friends have given him 
a new nickname: 
“Tennessee 
Millions.” 
At 41, the prolific author has 
turned out nine full-length plays, 
a volume of verse, two volumes 
of short stories, and a collection 
of a dozen shorter plays called 
“Twenty-Seven Wagons Full of 
Cotton.” 
He has completed a film script 
of “The Rose Tattoo,” starring 
Burt Lancaster and Anna Mag- 
nani (it is 
the 
third 
of 
his 
dramas he has adapted for the 
movies) and his “Cat on a Hot 
Tin Roof' is a top Broadway 
Bit. 


Most successful people credit 
their rise to hard work. Williams 
feels that his own fame came, 
in large measure, from the re­ 
volt stirred in him by his discov­ 
ery of poverty and what it did 
to people. 
Born in the Episcopal Rectory 
of his grandfather in Columbus, 
Miss.,, he moved at the age of 
12 to St. Louis, where his father 
worked as a salesman for a shoe 
firm. The family lived in one of 
a row of ugly brick apartment 
buildings “the 
color 
of dried 
blood and mustard.” 
In the south the young writer 
had been unaware of any distinc­ 
tions based on wealth. 
“ But,” he says, “we suddenly 
discovered there were two kinds 
of people. The rich and the poor, 
and that ws belonged more to 
the latter. 


“ If I had been bern to this sit­ 
uation I might not have resent­ 
ed it deeply. But it was forced 
upon my consciousness at the 
most sensitive age of childhood.” 
The shock resulted in a rebel­ 
lion and a social consciousness 
which Williams feels still marks 
most of his 
writing. 
But 
the 
shock paid off well. 
“ I am 
glad 
that I received 
this bitter education,” Williams 
once wrote, “tor 
I don’t think 
any writer has much purpose 
back of him unless he feels bit­ 
terly the inequities of the society 
he lives in.” 
His bread crumb days ended 
when he left a $17 a week movie 
usher job for a Hollywood writ­ 
ing assignment at $250 a week. 
Williams now can 
afford 
to 
travel anywhere in 
the 
world 
and write where he pleases.

Up Third From 1955 Total

average 
American corporation is making 
one third more money this year 
than last. Six out of every seven 
corporations so far reporting their 
net profit after taxes in the first 
nine months of this year show in­ 
creases over the like period of 1954. 
Some have more 
than 
doubled 
their earnings. Many have set all- 
time highs for the period. A num­ 
ber have increased their dividends 
on the strength of their excellent 
showings. 
These 
conclusions 
are 
drawn 
from a study of the earnings state­ 
ments of 451 corporations, big and 
small, representing most m ajor in­ 
dustries. 
Combined the 
451 
corporations 
had $6,561,611,121 in profits left 
over after setting aside that much 
or more for paym ent of U. S. cor­ 
porate income taxes. In the first 
nine months of 1954 the sam e 451 
companies had combined profit of 
$4,934,023,339. 
This year’s gain over last was 
32.9 per cent. In the 1954 period 
many 
businesses 
were touching 
bottom of a mild recession, but 
even so corporate profits for the 
entire year of 1954 m anaged to 
pull ahead of 1953 by 4 per cent. 
Only 62 of the 451 reported sm al­ 
ler earnings this year than last. 
Five of the 451 operated at a loss. 
In the 1954 period 18 of the sam* 


451 companies had gone into the 
red. 
Corporate reports are flowing in 
peak volume now, and this first 
sampling of the 451 early birds 
can be only an indication of what 
the final totals will be when several 
hundred thousand have reported. 
The 44 railroads in the sampling 
had particularly pleasant results 
to report. Only four declined, and 
these were in areas hard hit by 
storms 
and flood damage. The 
average increase for all 44 was 
58.6 per cent.

According to word received today from experts at a world-wide 
pharmaceutical firm, their statistics show that, while the common cold 
is one of the most contagious diseases known to mankind, it’s only IO 
to I th at you’ll pick it up by bussing some near and dear friend. 
“Actually,” the experts add. “we don't know how you’ll pick it up. 
The cause of the cold, of course, remains unknown. However, don’t 
worry too much about picking it up through kissing. Why, you might 
j e t it just as easily from a handshake.” 
W hatever \h e cause, it is om­ 
inous to consider the coming win­ 
ter in re colds: 500 million of them 
will be contracted by United States 
citizens in the coming year. That’s 
an average of about three per per­ 
son, and the first one ought to be 
due any day now, since the open­ 
ing “cold wave”—there at e, rough­ 
ly, three a year—comes along from 
October 1st to November 15th.

The price of copper has jum ped 
in London again, and users here 
are 
wondering

Producers of nickel have raised the 
price charged their Canadian cus­ 
tom ers. 
Platinum 
has 
gone up $6 an 
ounce—-an item of interest not only 
to jew elry m akers but also to the 
. oil industry which uses the m etal 
Ob some of its refining processes. 
A m aker of m agnesium rods, 
bars and tubes has hiked its price 
an average 5 per cent. A few spe­ 
cial steel products have risen. 
Prosperity is labeled the cause 
of much of the inflation in the 
m etal m arkets of recent weeks 
and 
months. 
G eneral prosperity 
around the world has swelled the 
dem and for goods m ade of m etal— 
*for cars, refrigerators, TV sets 
H nd the m ultitude of things that 
men want in order to raise their 
standards of living. The visible 
prosperity has encouraged labor to 
ask higher wages. With dem and 
for m etals rising and the costs of 
mining and processing is also ris­ 
ing, the two forces have united 
to boost the price of most m etals 
high above their levels of recent 
years. 
The latest ferm ent in the copper 
H n a rk e t is brew ing in Chile where 
the m iners went on strike against 
the Am erican - owned 
mines for 
w hat the unions term their “ eco­ 
nomic aspirations.” 
This im m ediately sent the price 
of copper up 2 cents to 4634 cents 
a pound on the London Metal E x­ 
change. The first effect in JJew 
York was to send the price for 
future delivery up sharply on the 
C o m m odity Exchange. 
R Copper has been in short supply 
here for some tim e, and any in­ 
terruption in deliveries from Chile 
would be quickly felt. Am erican 
m ines are charging 43 cents a 
pound 
for 
the 
m etal. 
Custom 
sm elters which refine copper from 
scrap have been getting 45 cents 
and in some cases 45Vfi cents. 
A year ago the standard price 
was 30 cents and the postw ar low 
^jjwas 16 cents for a tim e in 1949. 
™ The big advance in price in re­ 
cent months has spurred many of 
the big users of copper to look 
for cheaper substitutes. 
Aluminum has 
been the chief 
gainer. 
W hatever the reasons, the prices 
of a num ber of m etals have risen 
enough this year to put a definite 
squeeze on the sales m argins of 
m any m anufacturers.

NEW YORK oft—Social manners 
of television viewers have changed 
considerably in a few short years. 
The pioneer TV set owner was 
rn courageous fellow, you remem­ 
ber. He not only had to invite in 
the entire neighborhood; he had to 
provide popcorn and beer as well 
as Sid Caesar. The neighbors re­ 
paid him with awesome attention 
to tile programs. It was a rare soul 
who scoffed at any program, lf he

A friend of mine is one of the 
most vociferous living room TV 
critics I’ve ever known. When a 
program’s over he rises, faces the 
express his own opinion and reply, 
someone summoned the courage to 
express hiso wn opinion and reply, 
"Good program, wasn’t it?” My 
friend accepted the remark as 
ironical and howled with laughter. 
How can you beat a critic like 
that? 
What is the difference between 
a TV living room critic and a TV 
newspaper critic? Well, for one 
thing, the newspaper critic is a 
writer on assignment; he’s paid to 
express his opinion. The living 
room critic is an unpaid free­ 
lance, tilting joyfully at the opin­ 
ions of society.

Highway Aides

COLUMBUS, Ohio UFI — State j 
Highway Director S. 0. Linzell and 
his aides today huddled over a 
mass of figures on prospects for 
the second Ohio turnpike. 
The figures are in a preliminary 
survey on costs, prepared by G. E. 
Greiner Co., Baltimore consulting j 
engineers, on the 400-mile proposed 
toll road from Cincinnati to Con­ 
neaut, with a branch to Toledo. 
Linzell said the report indicated 
the toll road would cost 516 million 
dollars, but he emphasized this 
was subject to changes. He said 
any alterations would be referred 
to the Greiner firm for the final j 
report. 
Ohio Gov. Frank J. Lausche is 
considering a number of changes I 
in the proposed turnpike route and 
traffic interchanges, advanced at 
a recent public hearing and in sug­ 
gestions to the governor’s office. 
Coverdale Colpitts, another engi­ 
neering consulting firm, is sched­ 
uled to submit a report on how' 
much traffic the proposed turnpike 
can expect, and how much revenue 
will be produced.

Top Value Stamps 
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City Joins State In Putting “Surprise” Speed Limits Into Law 


25 MPH Tops 
For Pickaway, 
Mound, Others 
W 
Safety Head Says 
Step Only Routine 
To Match Statute 


Numerous motorists in Circle­ 
ville are going to be wide open for 
speeding penalties under an ordi­ 
nance passed by city council Tues­ 
day night. 
In addition to other strict pro­ 
visions, the new measure sets a 
25-mile-an-hour speed limit on 
many of the city’s heaviest-trav­ 
eled streets. It calls for still 
slower speeds at certain times in 
the vicinity of school buildings. 
Primary purpose of the measure 
was to bring the city’s speed- 
limit ordinance into conformity 
with state statute. 
City Safety Director Miller Fis- 
sell emphasized that the legislation 
was not designed 
to 
lower 
the 
boom on local motorists, who very 
often travel city streets at a speed 
well in excess of 25-mile-per-hour. 
He said he requested 
the 
ordi­ 
nance 
chiefly 
b e c a u s e many 
“ speeding” cases in city court are 
nowr tried under state statute, an 
arrangem ent in which none of the 
revenue goes to the city. 
This will be changed, 
he 
ex­ 
plained, by the new' law, 
which 
will become effective in 30 days. 


FISSELL warned, at the same 
time, that “ motorists will have to 
abide by the speed limits—they’re 
already set by state law.” But it 
would be virtually impossible to 
enforce the 25-mile-per-hour limit 
consistently throughout the city, he 
admitted. Enforcement in school 
zones, however, will be strict. 
Several of the lawmakers voiced 
surprise when they learned of the 
relatively low limit specified for 
such streets as Mound, Pickaway, 
Washington and s e v e r a l other 
main traffic arteries. 
Councilman John Robinson op­ 
posed the ordinance, and in the fi­ 
nal vote he was joined by Council­ 
man 
Boyd Horn. 
The 
measure 
passed, nevertheless, 4 to 2. 
“The limit is set so low,” Rob­ 
inson told his colleagues, “that 
almost everyone violates it. . . . 
It’s true it’s state law. . . .but 
almost everybody goes at least 
3u miles an hour. . . .We would 
be arresting everybody. . . 
The ordinance, which 
was 
up 
for final reading, provides in part 
as follows: 
SECTION Is 
“No person shall operate a mo­ 


tor vehicle in and upon the streets 
and highways at a speed greater 
or less than is reasonable or prop­ 
er, having due regard to the traf­ 
fic, surface and width of the street 
or highway and of any other con­ 
ditions then existing, and no per­ 
son shall drive any motor vehicle 
in and upon any street or high­ 
way at a greater speed than will 
permit him to bring it to a stop 
within the assured clear distance 
ahead. 
“ It shall be prim a facie lawful 
for the operator of a motor ve­ 
hicle to operate the same at a 
speed not exceeding the following: 
The speed limit authorize^ by of­ 
ficial sign if maintained at such 
location, otherwise: 
‘Twenty miles per hour when 
passing a school building or the 
grounds thereof during school re­ 
cess and while children are go­ 
ing to or leaving school during 
the opening or closing hoars, and 
when appropriate signs giving 
notice of the existence of t h e 
school are erected. 
“Twenty-five miles per hour in 
all other portions of the municipal 
corporation, except on state routes 
and on through highways outside 
business districts. 
“Thirty five miles per hour on 
state routes or through highways 
within the 
municipality 
outside
